Although the process envisaged in clause (i) can be exercised 
only for the purposes of agricultural development its exercise 
must needs serve (possibly in a substantial measure) the social 
objectn e of the scheme refeired to in para 2 above and possibly 
without aiy serious risk of impairment of agiicultural production 
Toi the effect of these provisions will be that landless cultivators 
will be phced in possession of lands with tenancy rights including 
stat itory protection against eviction and will be required to pay 
substantially leduced rents and they will presumably receive 
some assistance from the State so as to enable them to cultivate 
the lands efficiently
